The book is undated, but is dedicated to the Lord Roberte Dudley, Knight of 
the Honourable Order of the Garter, whence it follows that it cannot be 
earlier than 23 Apl., 1559, the day on which Dudley was made K.G. It 
must also be before 29th Sept., 1564, the date on which Dudley was made 
Earl of Leicester, and most probably before 23 Feb., 1562, when he was 
appointed Constable of Windsor Castle, which would naturally have been 
included by Blundeville with his other honours. 


The work is by Biundeville, and not, as has been stated, a translation from the 
Italian of Grisone, for he states that though he had conceived the idea of 
translating Grisone, he gave it up, as the Italian was a “‘farre better doer 
than a writer.”

The aim of this DICTIONARY is to present in alphabetical series the 
words that have formed the English vocabulary from the time of the earliest 
records down to the present day, with all the relevant facts concerning their 
form, sense-history, pronunciation, and etymology. Its basis is a collection of 
some five millions of excerpts from English literature of every period, amassed 
by an army of voluntary readers and the editorial staff. Such a collection of 
evidence—it is represented by a selection of about 1,800,000 quotations actually 
printed—could form the only possible foundation for the historical treatment of 
every word and idiom which is the raison d’etre of the work. 

From the earliest days of the publication of the Dictionary the prospect of 
a SUPPLEMENT has been kept in view, not only by members of the 
Dictionary staff, but also by a certain number of the regular “* Readers” outside, 
who have maintained a continuous flow of contributions; moreover, communica- 
tions of corrections and additions have been constantly sent in by many 
interested users of the published work. Consequently, when the ‘‘ Principal 
Dictionary” was completed in 1928, a great body of quotations had been 
amassed. The chief deficiency of the main work arose from its publication in 
125 fascicules, extending over 45 years. During this period the development of 
the English vocabulary was rapid and continuous; and the first fascicule, 
published in 1884, inevitably represents, not the present-day development of the 
language, but the stage reached half a century ago. It was therefore resolved 
to produce a supplementary volume, the scope of which would be in the main 
restricted to the treatment of those accessions of words and senses which had 
taken place during the last fifty years. To this limitation there were to be two 
principal exceptions: items of modern origin and present currency that had 
been either intentionally or accidentally omitted would be included, and account 
would be taken of earlier evidence for American uses, which Sir William Craigie 
was in a position to supply. A few important corrections or amplifications of 
existing definitions have been introduced under the necessity of bringing the 
work into line with recent research. 

The SUPPLEMENT includes an elaborate LIST OF BOOKS quoted in the 
principal work, which forms a bibliography of English literature, such as does 
not exist elsewhere ; and Sir William Craigie gives an historical account of the 
whole great enterprise in the introduction to the first volume.
